While tho area planted in corn In Eastern Vir-
ginia is probably not one-fourth as great as that
of 1860, the quality of the present crop has never

An excess of rain produces an immensecrop of Btalk, but little corn. The raws that haverallen during the past two woeks prevailed in theoountry Jnst mentioned, have beon very heavy,and have done incalculable damage to the cropsand in various other ways.
